In addmon his proposal
would have the Conference
take up the problem of a
Federal - State  hospitalization
program, as well as other as-
pects of the program of narco-
tics traffic and addiction |

“The traffic in narcotics
keeps increasing every year
The number of narcotics ar-
rests in California tripled be-
tween the years of 1952 and
1950," he said.
